The flu bug, 
more correctly 
called a virus, is visiting Lincoln— 
but not in epidemic proportions. 
And it is not influenza, the dis­ 
ease that hospitalized and killed 
many during 1917 and 1918.

AcccH*ding to Dr. Googe, the flu 
Lincoln residents £ u*e experiencing 
is an upper respiratory infection. 
Dr. Rogers said the apparent 
increase <rf this infection is due to 
an increase in the number of peo­ 
ple who have lost their immu­ 
nity to the particular kind of virus 
that causes the infection. 
Flu immunity lasts wily a few 
months after a person has had the 
disease, Dr. Rogers pointed out. 
Dr. Rogers said there are some 
vaccines which may help to im­ 
munize against certain types of 
virus and suggested talking to the 
family doctor about them. 
And both men said that

The latest expression of mount­ 
ing concern over H-bomb radio­ 
activity peril came from the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois where two sci­ 
entists warned of a “creeping 
suicide” that could wipe out the 
human race. 
Changes In Genes? 
The 
accumulation of radio­ 
activity in the atmosphere from 
successive bomb explosions, they 
said, could circulate the globe. 
It would be too weak to kill 
outright, but could cause changes 
in the genes, the biological units 
of heredity. 
Future generations of mon­ 
strosities —- perhaps a thousand 
years hence — would be born. 
These would eittier die from ill­ 
ness o r be unable to repro duce, 


resulting in eventual suicide of 
the race. 
The view was expressed by 
botanist Eugene Rabinowitch and 
physiologist Henry Quastler. 
AEC Calm 
The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion is not expected to regard the 
future with that degree of alarm. 
A hint of the AEC position may 
be obtained from the speech of 
Dr. John Bugher, director of the 
Division of Biology and Medicine, 
before the Industrial Health Con­ 
ference in Houston 10 weeks ago:

Business Look s at Education 


Any tendency to react to the burgeoning 
U.8. birthrate with sheer amaiem ent. faint 
wo nder, o r meditations on what it is going to 
do for boainess, is fast fading in the chill of 
rea lism a s business itself tak es a look at the 
mo a t immediate problem, that of the schools. 
The phenmnenon rates (rfficial attention by 
the anticipated big beneficiary , ty pified by 
a n edit(» 'iaj in its current press, titled “The 
Co ming Crisis in Education.” 
Education itself, and the public, particularly 
that large segment made up of parents of stu­ 
dents, from pre-school through the graduate 
colleges of universities, have been exi.sting in 
a chronic state 
c i crisis for some y ears now. 
Purists may protest as they will that a crisi.s 
can’t properly be so prolmiged, since by defi­ 
nition it Is, second, a decisive moment, a 
turning point: third, a crucial time, .specifically 
the culminating point of a period of busine.ss 
prosperity , following which a period of liq uida­ 
tion ensues. (First, if any body cares, it is a 
medical term , all too familiar). 
All that means is that in such an era a.s we 
are now scrambling through, the dictionary 
cannot pos.sibly k eep up, The magar.ine Busi­ 
ness Week IS q uite justified in its own choice 
of terms. 
In 19.=>8, which is to say day after tomorrow, 
the first of the war babies will be of college 
age To coin a phrase, the “burst rate in the 
birth rate” is going to mak e the diHiblu'g of 
the college population everv 20 y ears, which 
has been going on since pmo. look lik e pea­ 
nuts. As it IS. one in every five >oung people 
aged 18 to 21 are in rollcq j. which means 
some mu.st go to f'la.ss almost before day ­ 
light. 


The big problem, though. Is that of teachers. 
“There will be spirited competition for those 
available.” aay * the editor, "and unless salar­ 
ies are somewhat commensurate with what 
can be earned in industry , the shortage of 
teachers will be more serious than the short­ 
age of space. To let only those of the highest 
aptitude go to college wouldn’t suit the prob­ 
lem, as less than half these are now enrolled.” 


There is indeed a waste of brain power 
in this situation, and something needs to be 
done about it. Yet in the American sy stem 
any body who wants to go on after high school, 
q ualifies under the req uirements and survives 
the fir.st mowing down of obvious incompe­ 
tents, has a right to continue in the state uni­ 
versities, 
and 
obvimisiy .should. 
More tax 
income will help the publicly supported col­ 
leges and universities, but in the case of the 
others, the greater the enrollment, after a 
certain point, the greater their deficit. 
Great corporations have given unrestricted 
gifts to private institutions, and the states of 
Florida and Illinois have planning programs 
that other states could well study . But all 
these are merely a beginning of what 
is 
needed if Americans are to have the edu­ 
cation they need and deserve 
It is » « very - 
body 's problem and cannot he neglect« d.

‘Be Humble,'’ Nehru Tells U.N. 


“ A wi.se man sometimes changes his mind, 
a fool never.” might be Pandit Nehru's favor­ 
ite proverb, in nine languages. Yet his k aleido­ 
scopic performance in flight from the fooli.sh 
ronsi.stency a modern sage has deplored in 
an apothegm, sometimes arouses wonder. Ex­ 
posed to Western ideology as a student at Ox­ 
ford and in many vary ing situations ever since, 
India’s premier for y ears has pre.sented a 
strik ing character study of a scholarly Oriental 
q uite at home in the Occident and thoroughly 
conversant with the theory of demiKracy . 
Many of his projects for the Indian people are 
consistent with this view 
Yet this week Pandit Nehni chose to brush 
off the emissary of the United Nations who 
visited him en route to Peiping to negotiate 
for the relea.se 
of 
illegally 
held American 
fliers. He sent a boy to the airport to greet 
Dag Hammarsk jö ld, and again to see him off 
for Canton, after declining to .send a .senior 
Indian diplomat with him. During their brief 
visit he advised the U N, secretary general to 
be humble—to ask for the relea.se of the 
Americans but not to discuss the merits of 
their case. 
Small wonder that the mi.ssion was met at 
Canton by a minor official. This would doubt­ 
less have occurred in any case, as the Chinese 
.since turning Communist have enthusiastically 
shed every trace of their Buddhist-Confucian 
amenity and espoused the coldne.ss, rudene.ss 
and brutality that seem to be fundamentals of 


^the Red doctrine. This is a loss to civilization, 
but may in lime be remedied 
Less consistent is Nehru’s attitude, since at 
the time that the « onference was suggested, 
he had sent a me.ssage to Chou En lai in 
Peiping, advising him to fall in with the plan. 
That could have meant any thing or nothing, 
being nicely tailored to fit various circum ­ 
stances. 
All this tends to frustrate the frank and 
earnest Americans, but might be more palat­ 
able if viewed in the light of an educational 
process. The British people are at least as 
truculent, obstinate and self satisfied as we; 
y et they have learned patience and realism 
far liey ond what Americans have mastered so 
far, and their nerve.s have been saved, if noth­ 
ing more. Nor are they alone. It is the part of 
wi.sdom for U.N. to have k ept a Scandinavian 
in its general secretary ship.

“ A fooli.sh consi.stency is the liugbear of 
small minds” could he Moscow’s favorite slo­ 
gan. A textbook on international law, pub­ 
lished in 1951 by the In.slitute of Law in that 
capital say s; “ A serviceman in uniform who 
|)enetrates into the lines and the rear of the 
enemy cannot be considered as a spy .” Then 
why does the bell toll for U American uni­ 
formed fliers who wandered across a Commu- 
ni.st boundary at a height of many thousand 
feet? Don’t be silly —they ’re Americans. 


Mr. Rates on the other hand brought a valu­ 
able point of view arising from his wealth of 
experience in penology and familiarity with 
federal and state prison conditions throughout 
the country . Look ing at Nebrask a from this 
perspective he was less critical of admin­ 
istrative operations, hut more severe in his 
criticism of basic policy . 


Regardless of the particulars in which the 
reports differ, one essential point is implicit in 
both, and explicit in the Bates report. Tnis is 
that both suggest serious deficiencies in large 
areas of policy that should have been the 
active and co.itinuing concern of the Bo.ard 
of Control itself, if it had been functioning 
properly , or able to |unction properly .

The promoters of evolution k now it 
is but a short step from belief in 
evolution to total atheism. If the 
teaching of religion should be pro­ 
hibited in our schools, the teach­ 
ing of anti-religion should also be 
prohibited. 
Concerning Mr. Allen’s admira­ 
tion for the founders of the Con­ 
stitution and the Declaration of 
Independence, it might be inter­ 
esting to k now how these men 
would have felt toward his views 
in this m atter.
